^Subject.—I mport Policy for Registered Exporters for the period April, T970— 
March’ 1971 (Amendment No. 21). 

No. 106-ITC(PN)/70.—According to note (1) against "Product Group- 
Engineering Goods” on page 41 of Volume II of the ITC Policy (Red Book) for 
April 1970—March, 71, export of components, spare parts, anclllaries and acces¬ 
sories pertaining to Engineering Goods carries the same percentage of 
replenishment as is admissible against the parent export product provided that 
such components, etc., are not separately shown as export products in col. 2 of 
the aforesaid policy. 

2. In this context, a question has been raised whether against the export of 
such components, spares etc. the items of import indicated in col. 4 against the 
relevant parent products could be allowed. 

3- It Is clarified that note No, 1 on page 41 relates only to the percentage of 
import replenishment and that the ilems of import mentioned as admissible in Col. 
4 against the relevant parent product cannot be allowed against export of com¬ 
ponents, spares, etc., which are not specifically mentioned as export products in 
Col. 2 of Section II of the aforesaid Policy Book. However, an exporter of the 
components, spares, etc., in question can apply for Import of items on the basis 
of his AU licence in accordance with the provisions of para 39 (ii) of Part B of 
Section I of the Policy Book. He can also apply for items on the basis of a 
^recommendation of the sponsoring authority.
